THE ELECLIONS IN GREAT 
BRITAIN. , 

There are indications that tha Con- 
servatives will lose Ireland ; but there 
are influences of family and pocket that 

•ought to secure for them 28 seats, 
which will leave for the Liberals 77 
out of the 11)5 Irish seats. In Scot- 

' land -there will be Liberal gains, and 
the 40 Boats' now held by that party 
will probably be increased to 45 or 50; 
the influences that will work in Ireland 
ia favor of the Conservatives will pro- 

, bably secure them the remaining Scotch 
seats. The result of the recent elec- 
tions in Liverpool and Southwark may 
bo accepted as ovidenco that the Eng 

Stilish cities are as solidly Conservative 
as they were in 1874. The counties 
are certainly Conservative. The power 

- of the landlords continues great and 
the franchise has not been extended to 
the agricultural laborer. The key of 
the situation lies in the English bo 

. roughs. The influence of the publicans 
will bo cast with tho Conservatives. 
The ' haughty letter which Lord 
.BEACOXSFiELD.sent to the Lord Liou- 
tehant of Ireland hurled defiance at the 
Home Rule movement. It was a bold 
and aggressive electioneering stop, 
which fow Englishmen except Beacons- 
field would have taken; but it has 
had a powerful effect in shaping public 
.opinion in England, where it was in- 
tended to strike, and tho defeat of Lord 
Ramsay — after coquetting with tho 
Homo Rulers of Liverpool — may be 
almost accepted in advance as tho ver 

.diet of many other English conHtituen 
cies, while the Conservative triumph in 
Southwark was a loss to the Liberals 
of? one seat. But, after all, it is the 
pi'ogressivo foreign policy of the Gov- 
eenment that iB on trial, and tho Lib- 
eral party being out of accord with the 
English people on that policy, will, we 
think and hope, suffer a defeat. Our 
exclusive dispatches of yestorday will 
inform our readers as to the progress of 
the contest. ' : 

GREAT BRITAIN, R USSIA AND 
CHINA. 

The New York papers say that im 
mense^ numbers of guns "have been 
made in England and shipped to China 
for use against the Russians, but Great 
Britain could not supply tha proper 
amount of cartridge, although. there is 
a large' exportation of American Lake 
Superior copper and Lehigh speltre to 
be worked up into the cartridges for 
English . muskets. It is believed that 
the Chinese have been quietly arming 
ever since Beaconsfield has been in 
office; that English officers have been 
training the Chinese troops; and that 
Beaconsfield is determined to execute a 
grand • coup and to astonish the world 
by bringing China to the front as the 
great military power to checkmate tho 
designs of Russia in Central Asia. The 
seizure of Herat by the Persian Gov- 
ernment, with the sanction of Eng- 
land, ia understood to be next in order, 
and it is believed that at the very crisis 
of the Parliamentary canvass in Eng- 
land the fact will coma out that with 
the help of Chinese and Persians the 
Russians will be driven out of Central 
Asia, and all-fears that England may 
lose India will be set at rest for this 
generation... The ; New York Herald, 
noticing , the order received by the 
Winchester .Arms Company to make 
from fifteen to twenty millions of 
cartridges' for the Chinese Government, 
says: This is the first order, we bo- 
lieve, ever given by tho Chinese Gov- 
ernment to foreigners for the manu- 
facture of cartridges. 

""'j',. THE STRAW. 

On Wednesday we showed that the 
only chance for the survival of the 
Government after the direful results of 
their domestic policy shall have become 
known will be the conviction in the 
public mind that their overthrow would 
cause a delay in the prosecution of 
railway construction. Wo referred to 
it as the straw at ^hich a drowning 
man grasps, and the Government organ 
haB seized, the hint and the straw sim- 
ultaneously, and in effect informs the 
public that that is all its masters 
have to recommend them to tho 
confidence of the country. Wo have 
already stated that if it can be made 
clear that the turning out of Mr. 
Walkem and his colleagues will delay 
railway and dock construction we shall 
resist their overthrow by all honorable 
means. In fact, we feel sure that bad 
and inefficient and wicked as they are 
known to bo they would be sustainod 
by the unanimous vote of the House. 
But it will require stronger evidence 
than that of the Premier, speaking 
through tho columns of his oraclo, to 
cause the House or tko country to ac- 
cept that ipse , dixit as gospel. The fact 
must be demonstrated clearly and un- 
miKtakeably that the deposition of the 
Walkem Government ' will delay tho 
commencement of the great works now 
in contemplation here before they can 
hope for an extension of their lease of 
power. We do not intend to say more 
at present oh this head; but shall 
calmly await the Governor's speech 
and documentary evidence in support 
of the claim that tho Walkem Govern- 
ment have it in their power to for- 
ward or retard railway and dock con- 
struction. ; 

THE DISASTER. 

The news we have received from the 
interior districts within .the past few 
days is of a more cheering character 
than any that has preceded it. Writers 
confidently assert that although indivi- 
dual losses have been and will be large, 
the:percentag(vof loss will not exceed 
25 per cent.

loss at from 50 to 75 per cent, which 
would now seem to have been an ex- 
aggeration, although as the extent of 
the disaster naturally depends on the 
length of the winter and the quantity 
of feed available until the new grass 
comes up, a calculation at present writ- 
ing must necessarily be premature. 
Tho unfortunate combination of cir- 
cumstances that have led to the de- 
struction of oven 25 per cent, of cattle 
at a period when tho supplying capaci- 
ty of the country ib about to be taxed 
to its utmost, is deplorable. Tho far- 
mers and stockraisers with a long- 
expected market at their doors are, 
heavy losers; whilo indirectly the 
effocts will be severely felt by the 
whole country. 



English MaiL

A despatch from Castlebar states 
that a large numbor of the populaeo 
near Balla, Mayo county, entered a 
man's houso who was about taking 
possession of tho farm of an evicted 
widow, and compelled him to enter a 
coffin which thoy brought with them, 
and swoar to abandon his intention. 
Being seriously frightened, the would- 
be tenant took the required oath, and 
the people departed without doing him 
any further violence. Tho incident 
created much excitement and some 
amusement in tho neighborhood. 

Tho Prince of Wales, as Grand Mas- 
ter of the English Freemasons, has de- 
finitely fixed on Thursday, tho 20th of 
May, for laying tho foundation stone 
of tho new cathedral at Truro. It will 
bo (says tho Freemason) tho first cere- 
mony of tho kind ever performed by 
His Royal Highness in England as 
Grand Master, and will bo the first ec- 
clesiastical building ever constructed 
under tho auspices of tho Grand Lodge 
of England.

ciously pleasod to ordain that Henry 
Cavendish Bentinck;, William Augus- 
tus Cavendish Bentinck, Charles Cav- 
endish Bentinck, and Ottoline Violet 
Anno Cavendish Bentinck, shall have 
tho same precedence as if their late 
father had succeeded to the title of the 
dignity of Duke of Portland.

Tho Latost from Sitka and Fort 
; Wransol. 

Latest advices rocoivod by ua from Sitka 
and Fort Wrangel stato that at the date 
of the stoamBliip California's departure 
from tho former place — tho 26th ult. — 
there were still four foot of hard snow on 
tho ground. The weather was cold and 
squally and almost every night ice formed 
of sufficient thickness to bear si man's 
weight. The Stewart Co. wero taking 
out rock from their claim, but owing to 
cold weather their mill was not running. 
It was expected, however, that crushing 
would commence very soon. No other 
quartz mining was going on, A number 
of men riow at Sitka talk about prosrioct- 
ing the country further- north — in tho 
vicinity of Cook's Inlet and in tho direc- 
tion of the river Yukon— but as yet no 
one has Btarted out. "Dr." Mclnnes, a 
'08 pioneer of this country, in early days 
a druggist at Yale, but moro recently of 
Cassiar, died of consumption about throb 
weeks ago. A slicrt time since a shoot- 
ing affray, which may yet bo attended 
with fatal results, took place in & dance- 
house at Sitka. A marine belonging to 
tho U. S. ship Jamestown had entered 
the place and there Locarno involved in 
a quarrol, the upshot of which was that 
he was ejected. Walking away he mot a 
sorjeant of the mnrines, also belonging to 
tho Jamestown, and told Win that ho had 
beon "thrown out." Tho sergeant re- 
plied: "Well, lot's go back and we'll seo 
if thoy throw you out, again." Thoy 
accordingly entored tho house and soon 
afterwards tho sergeant got into an alter- 
cation With two other marines. During 
the row he pulled out a 'revolver and com- 
menced shoot'ng rapidly. Two of tho 
shots took effect, one of the marines bo- 
ing pierced just below the heart and tho 
other being wounded in the right sido. 
The sergeant was promptly arrested and 
placed in irons on board the prison brig. 
He has not yet beon tried a3 the wound- 
ed men are still in a critical condition. 
About two weeks before the steamship 
California arrived, in order to ascertain 
what mishap had befallen her, tho cap- 
tain of tho Jamestown dispatched one of 
the ship's boats, manned by an Indian 
crew, to Fort Wrangel. The boat reached 
that purt safely, but leaving only three 
days before the arrival of tho California 
there, was overtaken before she got back 
to Sitka. A blacksmith named Matlock, 
who has been in failing health for somo 
time was a passenger on board tho Cali- 
fornia to Port Townsend. On reaching 
that placo ho was convoyed to the hospi- 
tal Where he died of pneumonia on Wed- 
nesday night. 

CASSIAR. 

Mining operations aro at a stand-still. 
Tho weather has continued oxtremely 
cold; the river is still covorod with solid 
icd and travel is g'>od. Mr. Geo. Dakin 
had arrived at Fort Wrangel from Glen- 
ora Landing. He mot about 100 mon 
going into the mines on tho ico, and at 
Wrangel a dozen others wore ready to 
start up. The weather at tho latter place 
has been pleasant and business is improv- 
ing. Some CO minors aro still there un- 
decided where to go for a season's work. 
Some talk of trying the Skagot mines. 

FROM Portland. — Tho stoamer Alex. 
Duncan, Capt. Carroll, nrrivod hero yes- 
terday at 1 p.m. from Portland via 
Puget Sound with GO toii3 of freight, con- 
sisting principally of flour for this port 
and nine tons for Nanaimo. She left 
Portland on tho 23d ult., but was detain- 
ed four days in Columbia rivor by a rough 
bar. She will leavo for Nanaimo this 
morning and will return to Portland via 
Port Townsend and San Juan Island with 
freight and passengers. 

Gold from Tailings uy Electricity. — 
The New York Herald of Wednesday has 
u glowing account of the success Edison 
is achieving with his process of separating 
gold from tailings of mines by electricity, 
and declares that ho has invented 
methods by which he can extract a groat- 
er amount of gold from rejected residuum 
of auriferous quartz or sand than is ob- 
tained by the present processes from the 
virgin rocks dolivered fresh from the 
powerful trituration of the crushing mill.

Royal Instructions. 

Ottawa, March 3. — Tho returns moved 
for concerning the Royal Instructions to 
the Dominion Government wore brought 
down to-day. Thoy contain nothing par- 
ticularly new, Bavo an Imperial Parlia- 
mentary roturn, numbered some odd 
thousand or so and endorsed "Canada," 
which reports tho correspondence between 
| Lord Carnarvon and tho late Canadian 
Government. It appears that Mr. Blake 
was tho Minister who favored tho chiof 
amendments to tho instructions, and that 
to a great extent. Tho alteration of 
minor parts was due to tho recommenda- 
tions of a sub committee of tho Council, 
of which ho was virtually tho director. • It 
also contains a dispatch from Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach upon tho motion made by 
tho House of Commons, and in it ho says: 
"There is one point with respect to which 
it may be advisable to mako somo obser- 
vations in connection with the Customs 
tariff now under tho consideration of tho 
Dominion Parliament. It has beon asked 
whother tho Royal Instructions .issued 
to you omitted for the first time the clause 
requiring that a bill imposing differential 
duties should bo reserved for her Majes- 
ty's approval. It will bo apparent from 
a porusal of tho papors that tho clauso in 
tho former Royal Instructions, requiring 
that certain classes of bills and among 
them bills imposing differential duties 
should be reserved for her Majesty's ap- 
proval was at tho instance of the lato 
Government of tho Dominion omitted 
from tho instructions bocauso her Majes- 
ty's Government thought it undesirable 
that those instructions Bhould contain 
anything which could bo interpreted as 
limiting and depriving tho legislative 
powers conferred in 1867 on tho Domin- 
ion Parliament. It is, therefore, not 
with regard to the _fj~jjfc'»' rrrrlir" of your 
present Ministorsfwnich was not at tho 
titno in contemplation, that this alteration 
was mado, nor does it in any way dimin- 
ish tho powers of reservation or disallow- 
anco which aro fully and clearly sot forth 
in the British North American Act.

Francis will act with promptitude in tho 
matter ami will forward presents such a3 
Indians will appreciate by the first oppor- 
tunity that ofi'ors. A handsome medal is 
now being preparedby tho U. S. Stato De- 
partment for the chief of the tribe, whoso 
heroic conduct was the subject of much 
favorable comment at the timo of the loss 
of tho vessel. Such recognitions cannot 
be too highly commended, as they aro 
cvidenco to tho natives of the whito man's 
gratitude when that quality is deserved. 

Tiif. Newspapers ok the World. — Tho 
Tho Gorman papers publish the following 
figmcs concerning tho newspapers and 
periodicals in existence ; In Germany 
there aro 3,778 ; in Aus'ria, 1,200 ; in 
England, 2,500 ; in France, 2,000 ; in 
Italy, 1,920 : in Russia, 500. Altogether 
there are in Europo 13, GOO newspapers 
and periodicals. In Asia there aro 388 ; 
in Africa, 50 ; in America, 9,129 ; and in 
Australia, 100. The number for tho 
whole world is 23,290.

He 
was a wonderful man and mado several 
fortunes in tho prosecution of his profes- 
sion; but spent them all.

TUB WASt .:>'OTON TREATY. 

Mr. Nelson moved for copies of all 
correspondence between the Government 
of the Dominion of Conada and tho Gov- 
ernment of the United States, or with her 
Majesty's Imperial Government, connect- 
ed with the extending to tho Proviuco of 
British Columbia that portion of tho 
Washington Treaty contained in clauso 21 
of tho said treaty, which provides that 
fish oil and fish of all kinds, except fish of 
tho inland lakes and of rivers falling into 
them, and except fish preserved in oil, be- 
ing the produce of the fisherios of tho Do- 
minion of Canada or of Princo Edward 
Island, or of the United States, shall be 
admitted into each country respectively 
free of duty. He considered tho position 
occupied by British Columbia as compared 
with the other Provinces of tho Dominion 
in relation to the Washington Troaty 
a very anomalous one. Tho salmon fish- 
eries "of British Columbia and the canning 
business had of recent years assumed a 
very important position, the uxports of 
canned salmon in 1S78 being over nix 
hundred thousand dollars. That trado 
had fallen ofl'greatly with Great Britain 
last year in emisequenco of a depression 
of trado in England, and trado with Cali- 
fornia had rapidly increased; but owing to 
British Columbia not having the advant- 
age of the provisions of tho Washington 
Treaty in relation to fish and fish oils, 
her fisheries had not dovelopod as rapid- 
ly as they would otherwise have done, 
and they could never expect them to de- 
velop to any great extent while they wero 
shut out from the American markot. Ho 
thought tho position of British Columbia 
witli regard to this matter was an unfair 
one, while that of tho Dominion of Can- 
ada was an undignified one. If any Stato 
of the American Union was in tho same 
position as British Columbia in relation to 
the terms of tho Treaty, no effort would 
bo spared by the American Government 
to have the injustice remodiod. 

Mr. Howlan did not soe how tho States 
could exact duty oxcept on fish pre- 
served in oil. Suppose those salmon 
wero sent to Montreal, thoy could bo 
shipped to tho United States froo of any 
duty except on tho cans. Ho did not 
think any objection could bo raised to fish 
caught in Territories coming into this 
country freo of duty, tho Territories be- 
ing part cf the United States just as our 
Territories are part of the Dominion. 

Mr. Macdonald Baid tho difficulty arose 
from the fact that British Columbia was 
not a part of Canada when tho Washing- 
ten Treaty was ratified. If tho markets 
of tho United Statos could bo opened to 
our fish caught on tho Pacific Coast, it 
would greatly bonefit not only British 
Columbia but tho entiro Dominion. 

Mr. Alexander complimented the Sen- 
ate on the accession to its member.) of 
tho gentleman who had brought up this 
subject. It was tho duty of tho Govern- 
ment to protect British Columbia from 
tho aggressive policy of the United 
States. He was sero that tho Financo 
Minister would at all times bo ready to 
protect the interests of that Proviuco. 

Sir Alexander Campbell had not soon 
the correspondence, if any there was, to 
which reference was mado, and, there- 
fore, did not know its character, nor was 
he aware whother it had been so far car- 
ried on as to justify it being produced to 
tho public, but ho would bring it down 
if in such a shape that it could bo pro- 
duced without injury to tho public ser- 
vice. Tho difficulty aroso partly in tho 
way that had been pointod out by Mr. 
McDonald. British Columbia was not a 
part of Canada when tho Treaty was 
negotiated, and no provision was made 
for any of tho outlying Provinces oxcept 
Newfoundland. It remained, theroforo, 
for the Government to endeavor to securo 
for British Columbia, if possiblo, tho 
benefits which sho ought to recoivo under 
that Treaty as a Province of tho Domin- 
ion. 

The motion was agreed to. 

EMIGRATION TO BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Mr. Cornwall called attention to tho 
question of tho advisability of assisting 
emigration to tho Province of British Co- 
lumbia of laborers to be employed on tho 
railway works now being undertaken in 
that Province and inquired of tho Gov- 
ernment what steps, if any, had been 
taken, or they were inclined to tako in 
that direction. Ho thought it desirablo 
that tho Government should correspond 
with the contractor on this subjoct, as ho 
feared that sufficient white labor could 
not Lo obtained on tho Pacific coast, and 
the contractor would bo obliged to fall 
back on Chinese labor, a course which 
would be detrimental to tho best interests 
of British Columbia. The Government. 



might undertako to assist the passage to 
British Columbia of a certain number of 
British railway navvies or laborers, who, 
on their part, would' undertake to ropay 
to the Government the cost of their pas- 
sage out of their earnings. . Tho railway 
construction would afford labor for years 
to come to such immigrants, and after 
that tho mines would supply omploymont 
for any number of laborers. Ho com- 
plimented the Government on their 
policy in inducing delegates from tenant 
farmers of England to come out hero and 
see for themselves tho advantages this 
country afforded as a field for coloniza- 
tion. 

Mr. Macdonald thought it would be 
well to consider tho posit ion of tho la- 
boring classes in this part of Canada be- 
fore importing laborers from Europo. If 
unemployed laborers of the Eastern Pro- 
vinces could be induced to go to British 
Columbia, they would bo better as per- 
manent sottlors than Europeans would be. 
Hoobjectodto encouraging Chinese im- 
migration. 

Sir Aloxander Campbell— -In roply to 
the question that has been put by iny hon. 
friend opposito (Mr. Cornwall), I bog to 
say that no stops have beon taken in con- 
nection with this subjoct. It has not been 
brought boforo tho Ministor of Agricul- 
ture in any way, neither by the contractor 
nor by any other. parties, and, theroforo, 
nothing has been done. As regards that 
part of the question which refers to tho 
intontion of 'tho Government in tho fu- 
ture, I can stato that tho Ministor of Ag- 
riculturo is disposed to recommond tho 
adoption of any steps which can reason- 
ably bo taken towards encouraging a good 
class of European immigration into Brit- 
ish Columbia in connection with tho con- 
struction of tho Pacific railway, but what 
stops may be taken, or how far assistanco 
may bo given, if any, and on what terms, 
aro points which require to bo closoly con- 
sidered, and which liavo not yet occupied 
his attention. I cannot, thoreforo, give 
any dofinito reply as to these details, but, 
in a goneral phrase, I may say that tho 
Minister of Agriculturo is disposed to con- 
sider what aid can fairly and reasonably 
bo given to iutonding immigrants to Brit- 
ish Columbia in connection with the Pa- 
cific railway without imposing any extra- 
ordinary burdens on tho country. Tho 
samo remarks may possibly apply to any 
redundant labor which seeks employment 
in this part of tho Dominion. I shall 
bring under tho notico of tho Minister 
of Agriculturo tho romarks which have 
fallon°from tho hon. gentleman from 
British Columbia, and possibly they may- 
assist to lead him to somo moro dofinito 
conclusion on tho point than I am ablo to 
announce to tho House. 

Mr. Aloxandor said unless tho Govern- 
ment take steps to throw into British Co- 
lumbia population of tho right Bort, ho 
could not see how tho men could go on to 
any great extent with improvements on 
tho Pacific coast without greatly increas- 
ing burdens thrown on tho Eastorn Pro- 
vinces; but British Columbia possossod 
great resources, and must eventually be- 
come a power in tho Dominion. Tho 
problem was to securo labor for building 
tho Pacific railway, which population 
would eventually Bottle in tho country. 
Tho contractors could not proceed with 
tho construction of that railway with tho 
labor already in tho country, and it was 
not desirablo to employ Chinese. It would 
be better for the contractor and tho Gov- 
ernment to devise somo plan to transfer 
laborers from tho United Kingdom who 
would construct tho road and settle 
afterwards on a land grant of 100 acres 
after the completion of their work. Thore 
was no difficulty in tho way, and ho bo- 
lioved the laborers could bo secured with- 
out adding a dollar to tho burdens of tho 
country. It was tho duty of the older 
Provinces to develop tho resources of the 
younger members of the Confederation. 

Mr. McLelan concurred iu Mr. Alex- 
ander's opinion as to tho valuo of British 
Columbia and tho desirabloness of settl- 
ing tho country, but tho contract was al- 
ready let for building 127 miles in that 
Province at a very high rate in conso- 
quenco of the scarcity of labor. It waH, 
therefore, tho contiactor's duty to secure 
laborers himself, sinco the country was 
paying him a high price already to do so. 
Canada had expended largo amounts to 
securo immigrants, but threo-fourths of 
them passed through to the Western 
prairies. Tho country should havo de- 
veloped its own prairio lands. Measures 
should be adopted to keep our own poo- 
pic in Canada by developing tho North- 
West. . . 

Mr. Kaulbach agreed with Mr. Mc- 
Lolan that tho contractor had based his 
tender for work on the scarcity of labor 
and tho necessity of importing it, and, 
therefore, was bound to obtain labourers 
himself. Ho did not think Chineso labour 
was objectionablo and ho thought that 
clasB had boon treated very hardly by tho 
peoplo of this continunt. 

Mr. Nelson feared Chineso immigra- 
tion, as being a most undosirablo class, 
who spent little in tho country, but took 
away everything thoy earned. Ho then 
referred to tho importance of British 
Columbia, and tho bright future in storo 
for it, if a wiso policy was adoptod in tho 
construction of tho railway there. Ho 
protested against anything towards tho 
encouragement of Chinese immigration 
into Canada. 

Mr. Macfarlano said no doubt British 
Columbians wero hostile to the Chinese, as 
ware also tho peoplo of San Francisco, 
and they were, aftor all, tho best judges 
of what wao best for their own interest. 
He believod that tho moment it was 
known in British Columbia that largo 
public works wore in progress thoro, fur- 
nishing constant employment and high 
wages, there would at onco bo an influx 
of labourers into that Province from the 
United States and othor places, who would 
ulti nately settle in that country. 

Mr. Wark fearud that if tho matter 
wero left entirely to tho contractor ho 
would select his own labourers, and would 
naturally get the cheapest ho could find. 
Ho considered tho Chinese question was a 
problem tho Government would havo to 
moot and solvo ere long. 

Mr. Rocsor considered that British Col- 
umbia should not depend upon tho ex- 
ertions of tho Government to secure im- 
migration. Tho Provincial Legislature 
should took after that. He objocted to 
Mr. Cornwall's proposition, unless tho 
contractors assumed the whole responsi- 
bility for the repayment of money ad- 
vanced. 

The subject then dropped.

Mr. W. B. Bacon, conservative, for 
Hants North (re-elected), and Vis- 
count Hitchingbok, conservative, for 
Huntington (re elected.)

A BYLAW 

TO FURTHER AMEND THE POUND BY- 
LAW, 1878. 

WHEREAS it is expedient to farther 
amend the City Pound Bylaic; 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Councillora of tho City of Victoria 
as follows : — 

Notwithstanding anything contained in 
tho Victoria City Pound Bylaw, 1878, it 
Bhall bo lawful for tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil, by such person as thoy Bhall by reso- 
lution appoint, upon tho application of 
any person rosiding within tho City of 
Victoria and owning or keoping within 
tho limits of tho said City a dog or dogs, 
to issuo to such person a licenso ontitling 
Buch person to pormit his dog or dog.n to 
run at largo within tho limits of tho City 
of Victoria aforesaid. Such liconso shall bo 
granted so as to terminate on tho thirty- 
first day of Docomber in each and ovory 
year, and shall bo issued to such person 
on payment by him of tho sum of two 
dollars. 

3. It shall bo the duty of the Collector, 
or othor officer or servant of tho Corpora- 
tion duly authorized by resolution for 
that purposo, on issuing tho said licenso 
to register in a boot, to bo kopf, for that 
purposo a description of the dog in re- 
spect of which such licenso shall bo grant- 
od and tho name of tho person to whom 
such liconso shall bo delivered. And tho 
officor or servant of tho Corporation issu- 
ing such licenso shall at the samo time 
dolivor to tho owlicant therefor a metal 
badgo or tag stamped with tho year in 
which such badgo or tug shall bo issucdand a 
number corresponding with tho number 
of tho rocord of tho iasuo of tho liconso 
issuod in roBpect of such dog. 

3. Tho owner or keoper of any dog^ in 
respect of which such licenso shall bo 
issuod as aforesaid shall cause a collar to 
bo constantly worn by such dog, with the 
metal badgo or tag montioned in section 
two of this Bylaw attached thereto. 

4. No dog shall bo permitted to go at 
largo in tho City cf Victoria unless such 
dog shall woar a nw'.al badgo or tag to bo 
used undor tho provisions of this Bylaw, 
and in caso any dog shall be found looso 
or going at largo as aforesaid contrary to 
the provisions of this Bylaw tho owner or 
koopor of such dog shall forfoit and pay a 
fino or penalty of not moro than twenty 
dollars, to bo recovored in tho mannor 
provided for in tho tenth section of "Tho 
Victoria Rovonuo Bylaw, 1870." 

And notwithstanding tho imposition of 
any fine undor tho provisions of this By- 
law, such dog shall bo liablo to bo im- 
pounded and dealt with in all respects in 
tho same manner ns if this Bylaw had not 
been passed. 

5. On complaint being made to tho 
Collector of Taxos of the City of Victoria 
of any dog kopt within the City limits 
habitually disturbing the quiot of any 
person or persons whomsoever by bark- 
ing or howling, or endangoring tho safety 
of any person by biting or otherwise, tho 
Collector of Taxe3on such complaint shall 
iBsuo or cause to bo issued notico of such 
complaint to tho owner or person keeping 
such dog and shall cause such porsou to 
remove or destroy such dog within threo 
days after the service of such notico upon 
such person. And if any person upon 
whom any such notico shall bo served as 
aforesaid shall neglect to remove or do- 
stroy such dog within tho period limited 
in such notico, he shall incur a penalty 
not osceeding tho sum of twenty dollars, 
to bo recovered by way of summnry pro- 
ceedings beforo any Justice of tho Peace 
having jurisdiction within tho City limits, 
and paymont of any fino imposed under 
the provisions of this section may bo en- 
forced in tho mannor provided in tho tenth 
soction of "Tho Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 
1879." 

Provided always that such Justico of 
the Poaco shall bo satisfied by propor evi- 
dence that such dog had in manner aforo- 
said habitually disturbod tho quiot of any 
person or persons in tho City or had en- 
dangered tho safety of any person or per- 
sons in tho said City by biting or other- 
wise. 

Tliis Bylaw shall bo read in connection 
with and form part of the Victoria City 
Pound Bylaw, 1878, and may bo cited for 
all purposes as tho Pound Bylaw Amend- 
ment Bylaw, 1880.
